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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Applicant's Admitted Prior Art (Figs.1-2) in view of Maekawa (5,894,296). 

In regard to claims 1 and 9, Applicant's Admitted Prior Art (Figs.1 and 2) 
discloses a bi-directional driving circuit of a liquid crystal display (LCD) panel having a 
plurality of blocks (see, fig.2 (Blocks 1-8)), one of the blocks comprising: a display panel 
having a plurality of pixels defined by a plurality of gate lines (fig.1 (G1 ...Gm)) and a 
plurality of data lines (fig.1 (D1 ...Dn), also see ([0007]); a gate driving the plurality of 
gate lines ([0005]), a first start pulse input terminal for receiving an output signal of a 
previous block (fig.2 (an out put received for block 1)) ; and a second start pulse input 
terminal (fig.2 (VST). 

Applicant's Admitted Prior Art has failed to disclose that the second start 
pulse input terminal for receiving an output signal of a next block. However, the patent 
of Maekawa clearly teaches that it is well known for bi-directional driving circuit to 
receiving a start pulse of an output signal of a next block (fig.2B (second FF), also see, 
col.6, lines 21-41). 
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Therefore, it would have been obvious to one skill in the art at the time of the 
invention was made to have been motivated to incorporate the teachings of Maekawa's 
receiving a start pulse from the next block into the driving system of Applicant's 
Admitted Prior Art because this will allow the display device to have a reverse 
scanning direction and to display a reversed image. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3-6 and 10 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The particular 
configuration of the first through ninth switching elements, as recited in claim 3, in a bi- 
directional driving circuit block, was not found in any prior art.
